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I. INTRODUCTION 
HISTORICAL SKETCH. 


HE earliest English architectural society of which we have record was a 

[ club called the Architects’ Club, which was founded in 1791, and held 

its meetings at the Thatched House Tavern. The treasurer was 
Samuel Pepys Cockerell, father of Professor Cockerell (second President of 
the Institute), and grandfather of Frederick Pepys Cockerell (for many years 
Honorary Secretary). Among the original members were Sir William 
Chambers, Robert Adam, Robert Milne, John Soane, Thomas Hardwick, 
James Wyatt, George Dance, 5. P. Cockerell.* 

Later we find the London Architectural Society, established in 1806, 
probably the first institution formed by professional men with aims and 
objects similar to those of the present Royal Institute. By the rules of this 
Society members were required to produce annually, according to a rotation 
and time agreed upon, an architectural design never before in any way made 
public, consisting of at least one plan, elevation, and section, and accom- 
panied with observations, critical and explanatory, under forfeiture of two 
guineas; also an essay on some subject connected with civil architecture, 
under forfeit of half-a-guinea. These designs, observations, and essays were 
discussed at General Meetings, and every member absenting himself for 
two successive nights was fined 5s., and also ss. for every additional night of 
absence unless prevented by illness or a distance of ten miles from the place of 
meeting. ‘The Society probably became extinct before the formation, in 1831, 
of the Architectural Society, which had for its governing body in 1834-35 
William Barnard Clarke as President, Thomas Henry Wyatt as one of the 
Vice-Presidents, George Mair as Honorary Secretary, with Benjamin Ferrey 
among the ordinary members. The primary objects were the advancement 
and diffusion of architectural knowledge, and its ultimate intent to form a 
British School, with Library, Museum, Professorships and periodical 
exhibitions, the want of which was then beginning to be сани felt by 
students. This existed in Lincoln's Inn Fields, when in 1834 it became 
evident to a few architects of established reputation that the profession 
required a more influential representative institution than that which already 
existed, and an Address was circulated among the profession pointing out 






that though few of the arts and sciences were left without a Body associate 
for their promotion and cultivation, Architecture, as an art embracing the 
whole circle of the sciences, was in this country destitute of such an establish- 
ment. The R.I.B.A. thus came into being, and the junction of the Archi- 
tectural Society with it was effected in 1842. 

The first meeting of the founders of the Institute was held at the Thatched 
House Tavern, St. James's Street, on the 2nd July 1834, when the Address 
setting forth the aims and objects of the proposed Institute was adopted.

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Endeavour was made to secure as members architects of prominent position. 
and unimpeachable character, educated for and following their profession as 
art, and free from those conflicting relations with trade which frequently 
existed in the early part of the century and prevented that implicit confidence 
on the part of the public which should enable a client to regard his architect 
not only as his agent, but as his friend and adviser. A prominent part in the 
foundation was taken by Professor T. L. Donaldson, whose letter convening 
the preliminary Meeting was as follows :— 


3 Hart Street, Bloomsbury Square : 8th May 1834. 


Dear Sir.—Some of the following gentlemen, all of whom, as well as 
yourself, have received a circular from Mr. Robinson, are anxious to have a 
preliminary Meeting to talk over and consider the objects and prospects of 
the proposed Institution of British Architects, and will meet at Mr. Rainy's 
room, 14 Regent Street, on Tuesday evening next, at half-past seven o'clock, 
when the favour of your attendance is earnestly desired. The chair will be 
taken at eight o'clock precisely.—1 am, my dear Sir, yours very faithfully,

The names appended were Messrs. Atkinson, Barry, Basevi, Bellamy, 
Blore, Decimus Burton, Cresy, Fowler, Goldicutt, Guilt, Hardwick, Kay, 
Kendall, Lee, wen: Parker, Sir John Rennie, Rhodes, Robinson, Seward, 
Taylor, and Wallen. The italics denote those who attended. 

A second meeting, for the enrolment of members, was held on the 6th 
August 1834; and the Council, elected by ballot on the 1rd December 
following, and consisting of Messrs. Robinson, Kay, and Gwilt as Vice- 
Presidents, Messrs. Donaldson and Goldicutt as Honorary Secretaries, and 
Messrs. Barry (afterwards Sir Charles Barry), Basevi, Decimus Burton, 
Fowler, Philip Hardwick, Kendall, J. B. Papworth, and Rhodes, met for the 
first time on the roth December at the Thatched House Tavern. A few 
weeks afterwards the Earl de Grey was elected President. 

The opening General Meeting of the Institute was held on the 15th June 
1835. "The President's Address, with that afterwards delivered by Professor 
Donaldson, will be found in the Institute Transactions. Sir John Soane, 
Professor of Architecture at the Royal Academy, evinced his sympathy with 
the newly established body by giving a donation of {750 for such purposes 
as might appear most conducive to its advantage. Professor Donaldson was 
the last surviving original member of the Institute, and died in 1585. 

_ The Royal Charter was granted by King William IV. on the иһ 
January 1837. On the 8th August of the same year Queen Victoria became 
Patron, and was subsequently associated with the Prince Consort, who at 
all times manifested his interest in the Institute's proceedings, on one occasion, 
in 1842, acting as Chairman of the Council Meeting and afterwards presiding 
at the General Meeting. | 

A further and lasting mark of the Royal favour was shown in 1848 by the 

foundation by Queen Victoria of the Royal Gold Medal, since annually 
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conferred by the Sovereign on some distinguished architect, or man of 


science or letters connected with architecture, on the recommendation of 
the Institute. 


On the 18th May 1866 by Royal command the style of the Institute was 
altered to the “ Royal ” Institute of British Architects. | 

King Edward VIL, Patron from 1863 till his death in 1910, continued 
the presentation of the Annual Gold Medal. 

His present Majesty King George V., on his accession to the Throne, 

graciously intimated his pleasure to continue the Royal Patronage and the 
presentation of the Gold Medal. 
In 1885, in order to bring the powers of the Institute more into line 
with the work it aspired to accomplish, and to render the fact of membership 
to a certain extent a test of proficiency, the Supplemental Charter of the 
soth Victoria, conferring among other privileges power to hold examinations 
and issue certificates or diplomas, was granted, the document receiving 
the Royal Sign Manual on the 23th March 1887. 

A further Supplemental Charter (8th Edward VII.), granted 11th January 
1909, provided for a temporary class of Licentiates to be elected by the 
Council, made fresh provisions respecting the qualifications of candidates 
for Fellowship and the granting of diplomas, and extended the educational 
functions of the Institute. 

In 1924 the proposals of the Council for the amalgamation of the R.L.B.A. 
and The Society of Architects with a view to the unification of the profession 
and the promotion of a Registration Bill were approved by the general 
body of the R.I.B.A. and by The Society of Architects. 

The Supplemental Charter enabling the amalgamation agreement to be 

rried into effect received His Majesty’s sanction in February 1925. 
Among other important provisions the new Charter also enabled Licentiates 
to be constituted as full corporate members, gave equal voting rights to all 
Fellows, Associates and Licentiates, and entitled them to use the title 
“ Chartered Architect.” It further provided for the formation of a non- 
corporate class of subscribers, and gave the Council power to take a 

The new Bye-laws were approved at a meeting of the Privy Council on the 
4th March 1925, and among certain other improvements in the machinery of 
the R.LB.A. provided for the reconstitution of the Council, so as to secure 
representation for all sections of membership and for the Allied Societies. 

Following on the completion of the provisions of the amalgamation 
agreement The Society of Architects went into voluntary liquidation in June 
1925, and thereupon property of the value of over £10,000 was transferred 
to the R.LB.A. This included the Society’s leasehold premises at No. 28 
Bedford Square, and invested funds amounting to £4,588, of which £3,263 
was earmarked for developing and maintaining architectural scholarships. 

In 1928 proposals were formulated for obtaining the sanction of the 
Privy Council to the reopening of the Licentiate Class under the same 
conditions of admission as existed in 1910-1912, and for certain reforms in 
the method of government of the R.I.B.A. 

Extensive alterations in the existing Bye-laws were necessary in order to 
. bring the proposals into effect, and in June 1929 draft revised Bye-laws 
embodying the proposals were approved, under the provisions of the 
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Supplemental Charter of 1925, by a postal vote of all the members in the 
United Kingdom and the Irish Free State, and the revised Byc-laws were 
sanctioned bv the Privy Council on the 2nd July 1930. 

Further minor amendments to the Bye-laws were considered in 1930, 
including provision for the formation of a Class of Retired Associates and 
Retired Licentiates. These amendments were approved by the Privy 
Council on the 23rd February 1931. oo PE 

In 1932 amendments revising the Forms of Declaration to be signed by 
Members were approved. In 1933 further amendments affecting the period 
of office of Vice-Presidents, providing for the election of an Hon. Treasurer, 
and the addition of the Chairman of the Architects' Registration Council 
as ex-officio Members of Council, were also approved. 

The Registration Bill was passed in the Parliamentary Session of 1930- 
1931, and the Royal Assent was given on 31st July 1931. The Act took 
effect on 1st January 1932. 


THE INSTITUTE PREMISES. 

The first rooms of the Institute, engaged ear'y in 1835, were at 43 King 
Street, Covent Garden, better known as Evans's Hotel, a building said to 
have been designed by Inigo Jones, and immortalised by Thackeray in 
The Newcomes, in the description of "The Cave of Harmony." In 1837 
rooms were taken at No. 16 Grosvenor Street, where for twenty-two years 
the work of the Institute was carried on. The necessity of acquiring larger 
and more convenient premises led eventually to the formation of the Archi- 
tectural Union Company, which was established, in the terms of its articles 
of association, “for the purpose of providing accommodation for the 
different societies connected with architecture, and especially for the Royal 
Institute of British Architects and the Architectural Exhibition.” Sir 
Charles Barry was Chairman of the Company, Mr. (afterwards Sir William) 
Tite, Deputy Chairman, and a number of prominent members of the Institute 
were Directors. ‘The then President, the Earl de Grey, presented to the 
Institute twenty shares in the Company free of all further calls. The 
Architectural Union Company, having purchased the property No. 9 Conduit 
Street, constructed the Galleries (afterwards known as the Conduit Street 
Galleries, and later as the Maddox Street Galleries) at the rear of the house. 
The Institute was assigned the entire suite of apartments on the principal 
floor (the present Library rooms), with separate staircase, a large room 
for casts, models, etc., and apartments for an attendant in the basement 
and upper floors. The premises were formally opened by Earl de Grey on 
the 7th November 1859. 

In 1890 the Institute took over the ground-floor and basement, now 
used as the Secretary's offices, and in 1897 acquired the second floor, where 
are now located the Library store-rooms, and rooms for clerks and typists. 

In 1909 the Institute secured the leasehold interest in the Galleries which 
the then tenants held from the Architectural Union Company, and entered 
Into possession of the entire building. At this date also, the Institute holding 
a considerable number of shares in the Company, advantage was taken of 
an Opportunity to acquire the remainder, and in 1910 the Institute became 
tenant of the property under a lease held direct from the Corporation of the 
City of London, renewable on the periodical payment of a nominal fine. 





| and for exhibitions of drawings, etc. The West 
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Under the Law of Property Act 1922, the perpetually renewable lease 
became a lease for 2,000 years as from 25th March 1922 and the fine 
commuted by the payment of a small additional rent. 

In 1922 the freehold of a piece of land adjoining the Maddox Street 
Corridor was purchased, and the reconstruction of the Great Gallery with 
a separate corridor from the Conduit Street Entrance direct to the enlarged 
East Gallery was completed in 1924. | 

In order to increase the value of the premises, it was considered advisable 
to secure the freehold of those portions of the property not already held by 
the Institute. Negotiations with the City Corporation were completed and 
the freehold purchased in 1931. 

Of the three Galleries in the rear of the building, the Great Gallery is 
used for General Meetings and, with the East Galle m for the Examinations 

| Gallery, which contains 
the fine collection of portraits of Past Presidents, the work of eminent 
contemporary artists, serves as a Members' Common Room. 

With a view to the further and much-needed extension of premises the 
Council purchased in 1921 the Corporation leasehold of the adjoining 


| building in Conduit Street, No. ro. The freehold of these premises was 


also purchased in 1931. 

In 1925 the premises of the late Society of Architects at No. 28 Bedford 
Square came into the possession of the Institute, and the work of the 
Registration Committee was conducted there. In 1928 the lease was sold to 


| the Architectural Association. 


In order to provide sufficient accommodation for the ever-growing 
activities and expansion of the Royal Institute it became necessary to look 
for a fresh site on which to erect an entirely new building. After an exhaus- 


| tive examination of a very large number of possibilities an admirable site 


on the corner of Portland Place and Weymouth Street was selected, and in 
1929 negotiations were satisfactorily conducted with the Howard de Walden 
Estate whereby an area of about 15,000 square feet has been secured on a 
999 years’ building lease. | | 

The selection of the architect for the new building was determined by 


means of a competition open to all Members and Students of the В.Т.В.А. 


and of the Allied and Associated Societies. 

Ihe Council appointed Mr. Robert Atkinson [F.], Mr. Charles Holden 
[F.], Mr. H. V. Lanchester [F.], Sir Giles Gilbert Scott, R.A. [F.], and Dr. 
Percy Worthington [F.], as the Jury of Assessors who drew up the conditions 
for the competition. | 

The conditions were issued in April 1931, and the competition closed 
on 31st March 1932. “Two hundred and eighty-two designs were received 
from architects in all parts of the Empire, and a public exhibition of the 
drawings was arranged at the new Thames House, Millbank. 

The Jury awarded the first premium for the design submitted by Mr. G. 
Grey Wornum [F.], who has been appointed architect for the new building. 

A revised design was subsequently prepared by Mr. Wornum and approved 
by the Council, and the work of demolition of the buildings on the site was 

un early in 1933. Building tenders were thereupon invited and Messrs. 


Ashby & Horner, who submitted the lowest tender, were entrusted with the 


erection of the building. ‘The Foundation Stone was laid by the Rt. Hon. 
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Lord Howard de Walden and Seaford, Hon.R.I.B.A., the owner of the site, 
on the 28th June, 1935, and it is anticipated that the new building will be 
ready for occupation in time for the Centenary Celebrations in October, 1934. 


CODE OF PROFESSIONAL PRACTICE. 
(As revised 3rd Fuly 1933.) 


A member of the R.I.B.A. is governed by the Charter and Bye-laws of 
the Royal Institute. The following clauses indicate in a general way the 
standard of conduct which members of the R.I.B.A. must adhere to, failing 
which the Council may judge a member guilty of unprofessional conduct, 
and either reprimand, suspend or expel him or her. 

Cases of unprofessional conduct not specifically covered by these clauses 
are dealt with by the Council having to the particular circumstances 
of the case. 

1. An Architect is remunerated solely by his professional fees, and 
is debarred from any other source of remuneration in connection with 
the works and duties entrusted to him. It is the duty of an Architect 
to uphold in every way possible the Scale of Professional Charges adopted 
by the Royal Institute. 

2. An Architect must not accept any work which involves the giving 
or receiving of discounts or commissions, nor must he accept any discount, 
gift or commission from contractors or tradesmen, whether em :xoyed upon 
his works or not. An Architect employed by a commercial rm must be 
remunerated only by means of a salary, and this remuneration must not 
depend upon commissions based on the profits of the firm. 

If an Architect own, or have a commercial interest either as a director 
of a company, or as a consultant or adviser or as a shareholder, in any _ 
material, device, or invention used in a building, he must inform his 
client thereof, and must obtain his sanction before specifying the use of 
it in works under his direction. 

3. (а) An Architect must not advertise nor offer his services by means 
of circulars or otherwise, nor may he make* paid announcements in the 
press. He may, however, notify, his correspondents by post once of any 
change of address. | 
‚ (5) Though there is no objection to an Architect allowing signed 
illustrations and descriptions of his work to be published in the press, 
with reference to such illustrations or descriptions, it is contrary to 
professional ethics— 

i To give monetary consideration for such insertions. 

(2) To allow such insertions to be used by the publishers for extorting 

_ advertisements from unwilling contributors. | 

‚ (£) An Architect may consent to the publication of a series of 
illustrations either in circular, brochure or book form, with or without 
descriptive letterpress, of any building or buildings for which he has been 
responsible, provided that—

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(a) if advertisements appear, Clause 3 (^) (2) of the Code is complied 
with, and 

(b) there is no attempt to distribute the publication to potential clients. 

(0 An Architect may sign his buildings and may exhibit his name 
outside his office and on buildings in course of construction, alteration 
and/or extension, provided that it is done in an unostentatious manner 
and the lettering does not exceed two inches in height. 

If the client so desires the Architect's name may remain upon the 
building for a period not exceeding 12 months after its completion 
providing that the board does not display ‘To Let” or “ For Sale ” or 
similar notices. A notice may, however, indicate that the plans can be 
seen at the Architect's office. 

Auctioning and House Agency are inconsistent with and must not form 
part of the practice of an Architect. 

(e) Architects who are appointed Surveyors to recognised estates] 
may announce land or sites or premises for sale or letting in connection 
with their appointments. 

When Architects are acting as Surveyors or Town Planners in connection 
with the development of land, announcements may be made in the press 
and on notice boards in connection with such development, provided that 
such announcements are made in an unostentatious manner. 

4. An Architect must not attempt to supplant another Architect, 
nor must he compete with another Architect by means of a reduction 
of fees or by other inducement. 

5. An Architect, on receiving instructions to proceed with certain 
work which was previously entrusted to another Architect, shall, before 
proceeding with such work, communicate with the Architect previously 
employed and inquire and ensure the fact that his engagement has been 
properly terminated. 

6. In all cases of dispute between employer and contractor the ~ 
Architect must act in an impartial manner. He must interpret the con- 
ditions of a contract with entire fairness as between the employer and the 

7. An Architect must not permit the insertion of any clause in tenders, 
bills of quantities, or other contract documents which provides for 
payment to be made to him by the contractor (except for duplicate copies ` 
of drawings or documents) whatever may be the consideration, unless with 
the full knowledge and approval of his client. 

8. An Architect should not take any part in a competition as to which 
the preliminary warning of the Royal Institute has been issued, and 
must not take any part in a competition as to which the Council of the 
Royal Institute shall have declared by a Resolution published in the 
JovgNar of the Royal Institute that Members must not take part because 
f The term “ recognised estates" is intended to apply to family and 
trustee estates such as the Bedford, Grosvenor, Berners and Howard de 
Walden Estates. 
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the conditions are not in accordance with the published regulations of 
de Royal Institute for Architectural Competitions, nor must he s 
associated in any way with the carrying out of a design selected m 
result of a competition as to which the Council shall have declared by a 
Resolution published in the JouRNAL that Members must not take part. 

An Architect must not act as Architect or Joint Architect for a 
work which is or has been the subject of a competition in which he 15 
or has been engaged as Assessor. 

An Assessor must not act as Consulting Architect, unless he has been 
appointed as such before the inception of the competition, nor in апу 
other professional capacity in any matter connected with the work which 
has been the subject of the competition, provided always that he may act 
as Arbitrator in any dispute between the Promoters and the selected 
Architect. eater 

If an Architect is officially approached by the Promoters for advice 
as to the holding of a copata with a view to his acting as Assessor, 
and eventually it is decided not to hold a competition but to appoint an 
Architect to carry out the work, the Architect originally approached in an 
advisory capacity is precluded from acting as Architect for the work in 

10. It is desirable that in cases where the Architect takes out the 
Quantities for his buildings he should be paid directly by the client and 
not through the Contractor except with the previous consent of the client.

THe Architects (Керети Bill, which was promoted by the Royal 
Institute of British Architects, received the Royal Assent on the 31st July 
1931, and came into operation on the 1st January 1932. | 

It has since been extended to Northern Ireland. 

The Act establishes an Architects’ Ке tion Council of the United 
Kingdom (constituted as laid down in the first Schedule), which controls the 
Register of Registered Architects, being persons who have satished the 
Admission Committee and the Council that they possess the qualifications 
laid down in the Act or prescribed by the Council. There are three Statutory 
Bodies set up by the Act, and appointed annually by the Council, namely, 
the Board of Architectural Education (second Schedule), the Admission 
Committee (third Schedule), and the Discipline Committee (Section 7-2). 

The duty of the Board is to recommend to the Council :— 

(a) The recognition of any examinations in architecture the passing 
of which ought, in the opinion of the Board, to qualify persona 
for registration under this Act ; and 

(b) The holding of any examination in architecture which ought, in 
the opinion of the Board, to be-passed by applicants for registration 
under this Act, and to hold examinations in architecture in 
accordance with this Act. 

The duty of the Admission Committee is :— 
To consider every application for registration and to report 
thereon to the Council as to whether, or not, the applicant is, in 
the opinion of the Committee, qualified for registration. 

The duty of the Discipline Committee is :— 
To inquire and report to the Council on any case in which it is 
alleged that a registered person has been guilty of conduct dis- 
graceful to him in his capacity as an Architect. 

The prescribed qualifications for registration made by regulation of the 

Council under Section 6 (1) (d) of the Act are :— 

A person shall be eligible to apply for Registration under the 
Act (1) if he shall have passed any examination held in pursuance 
of Section 6 (4) of the Act, or (2) *if his application for Regis- 
tration be made before the 31st December, 1933, and *if on 
the rst January, 1932, he was an Assistant Architect and had 
been engaged in the study and practice of Architecture for at 
least ten years. 

* These qualifications cease to be operative after 31st December, 1933. 

A registered person who is convicted of a criminal offence, or after inquiry 
by the Discipline Committee is found guilty of conduct disgraceful to him 
in his capacity as an Architect may be removed from the Register by the 
Council. ‘There is a right of appeal by the registered person to the High 
Court or Court of Session. 
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* Registered Architect," and there are penalties for the improper use of the 
title, and for obtaining registration by false representation.

THE Tribunal of Appeal, as constituted under sections 196 and 199 
of the London Building Act 1930, is composed of three members—one 
appointed by a Secretary of State, one by the Council of the Royal Institute 
of British Architects, and one by the Council of the Chartered Surveyors’ 
Institution. The members are appointed for a term of five years, and are 
eligible for re-appointment. Appeal may be made to the Tribunal under the 
several sections set out in the London Building Act 1930 (20 & 21 Geo. 
Chap. clviii), the Tribunal having power to hear the parties interested 15 
person, or by counsel, solicitor, or agent; to administer oaths: to hear and 
receive evidence ; to require the production of documents or books ; and to 
confirm, reverse, or vary any decision appealed against, and to make any 
such order as they may think fit, also to order costs in their discretion. 


When any question of law is involved in any appeal submitted to them, 
the Tribunal may, on the request of the parties, and if ordered by the 
High Court, or a Judge thereof, on application in a summary manner 
made by any party to the appeal, shall state a case for the opinion of the 
High Court, which shall hear and determine any such qn lon of law, 
and thereupon reverse, afirm, or amend the decision of the Tribunal or 
remit the matter to them with the opinion of the Court on the case stated, 
or make such other order as to the matter and as to the costs of the case

The Incorporation maintains local fvisiona of its members known as 
Chapters, to each of which a definite portion of the whole territorial area 
of Scotland i is assigned as its sphere oi influence and action. 

The ration consists of three classes of Active Members : Fellows, 
Associates, and Students; and two classes of Honorary Members: 
Honorary Fellows, and Honorary Corresponding Fellows. Fellows must 
be over thirty years of age, engaged as principals for at least five successive 
years, or engaged in professional education under an educational body in 
Scotland, recognised as such by the Council. Associates must be over 
twenty-one years of age and resident in Scotland, who, having completed a 
term of pupilage or the equivalent in the Schools, are engaged in the 
practice of Architecture as principals, or employed as assistants in an 
architect's office recognised as such by the Council, or are engaged in 
professional study or education. Students must be over sixteen years of 
age and resident in Scotland who are pupils in an architect's office or are 
engaged in the чыт of Architecture in the Schools or in such other way 
-as the Council as equivalent; candidates for the studentship 
are recommended to have the Leaving Certificate of the Scottish Education 
Department or its equivalent. Associates who have been engaged as 
principals for five years and who are otherwise eligible for Fellowship 
must apply for admission as Fellows, failing which the Council may 
consider they have resigned ; in like manner Students on becoming eligible 
must apply for admission as Associates, or have their names removed | 
the list. Membership of the Incorporation is conditional on concurrent 
А of the Chapter within whose territory the member's office is 
situated.

THE INSTITUTE OF SOUTH AFRICAN ARCHITECTS. 
(Year of Alliance 1928.) 


The Architects’ and Quantity Surveyors’ (Private) Act No. 18 of 1927 
ovides for the establishment and incorporation of " The Institute of 






South African Architects," which comprises the four Provincial Institutes 
of Architects and a Chapter of Quantity Surveyors. 

At the time of the passing of the Act, 18th Tune 1927, there existed in 
the Union of South Africa the following Institutions :— 

In the Transvaal, “ The Association of Transvaal Architects," incor- 
porated under the Architects’ (Private) Act No. 39, of rgo9, of the then 
Colony of the Transvaal ; | 

In Natal, "'The Natal Institute of Architects," incorporated under 
Act No. ro, of 1902, of the then Colony of Natal ; 

In the Cape of Good Hope, the Cape Institute of Architects and the 
Port Elizabeth Society of Architects ; 

In the Orange Free State, an Institute of Architects ; 

In South Africa, “ The South African Institute of Quantity Surveyors,” 
incorporated under Ordinance No. 56, of 1903, of the Transvaal. 

These respective enactments were duly repealed under the new Act of 
1927, wherein ts incorporated “ The Institute of South African Architects," 
within which is the Chapter of South African Quantity Surveyors. 

The provisions of the Act of 1927 centre round the main principle that 
the titles of "" Architect " and “ Quantity Surveyor” can lawfully be used 
oly by those persons whose names appear on the Institute's Register and 

The Register (of Architects) and the Roll (of Quantity Surveyors) consist 
of those members of both professions who at the time of the passing of the 
Act were either bona fide performing the work of an Architect or Quantity 
Surveyor, respectively, or who were assistants in the respective professions, 
who duly made application for membership of the Institute and whose 
applications were approved by the Inaugural Board appointed by the Minister 
under the Act; and those who have since qualified for admission. 

After the expiration of the time prescribed for such inaugural registration 
or enrolment, the conditions materially altered inasmuch as no can 
now be registered or enrolled unless he passes certain examinations, prescribed 
by the "examining authority " (ie. the Universities of Cape Town, the 
Witwatersrand, and Pretoria) appointed by the Hon. the Minister of Educa- 
tion, and possesses certain training, or was, prior to the passing of the Act, a 
member of a Society or Institute recognised by the Minister as “ of 

In the Act provision is made for the framing of Regulations governing 
the administration of the Act, which Regulations were duly framed by the 
Inaugural Board and gazetted, and became law, on the 14th April 1928.

The Royal Architectural Institute of Canada was founded as the Institute 
of Architects of Canada, 19th August 1907 ; was incorporated by Special 
Act of the Dominion Parliament, 16th June 1908 (7 & 8 Edward VII, 
Chap. 82), under the corporate name of “ The Architectural Institute of 
Canada," and was granted Royal permission to adopt the prefix “ Royal” 
to its corporate name, and June 1909. 

The Charter of the Institute was amended by a Special Act of Parliament, 
sanctioned 1st April 1912, and on the roth June 1929. The Council is 
composed of the delegates of the various provincial associations of architects 
in Canada. "This completes the Federation of ali the Canadian architectural 
bodies, which has been the aim of the founders of the Institute since the 
date of its formation on the rgth August 1907. | 

The Federated Societies consist of the Alberta Association of Architects, 
the Manitoba Association of Architects, the Ontario Association of Archi- 
tects, the Province of Quebec Association of Architects, the Saskatchewan 
Association of Architects, the Architectural Institute of British Columbia, 
the Nova Scotia Association of Architects, and the Architects' Association 
of New Brunswick. 

The objects of the Royal Institute, as set forth in its Charter, are “ to 
facilitate the acquirement and interchange of professional knowledge 
among its members, and more particularly to promote the acquisition of 
the species of knowledge which has special reference to the profession of 

and further to encourage investigation in connection with 
all branches and departments of knowledge connected with that profession." 
There are three classes of me $—viz. a Honorary Fellows, who 
are persons eminent in Architecture or ki red sciences ; (2) Fellows 
who are nominated by the Council; (3) Members, who are members of 
Federated Societies. A Code of Ethics, Schedule of Usual and Proper 
Minimum , and Regulations for Architectural Competitions, were 
adopted in the Annual Assembly on the 21st February 1931, held 
in Montebello (Lawerne an: -Quebec), Quebec. Revised Bye-laws were 
adopted on the 28th December 1929, at Montreal, Quebec. The General 
Annual Meeting is held in February.

In 1930 owing to the increase of membership throughout the peninsular and 
the formation of a Local Branch of the Society in the Federated Malay States 
to the Institute of Architects of Malaya which re-incorporation and change of 
name was approved by the Governor-in-Council of the Straits Settlements on 
the znd May 1931. 


The objects of the Society are: The advancement of Architecture, the 
promotion of Architectural Education, the facilitation of friendly inter- 
course between local Architects, and the promotion of the profession 

In 1926 the Society obtained the assent of the Straits Settlements Govern- 
ment to the passing of The Architects Ordinance (1926), which came into 
force on the ist of January 1927. The Ordinance was pa for the 
registration of persons practising, and for the regulation of the profession 
of Architecture in Singapore and Penang, to provide a qualification for 
admission to the Register of Architects, to restrict the use of the title of 
Architect to qualified persons, and to provide a penalty for wrongful use of 
the title.

THE R.I.B.A. REGISTER OF ASSISTANTS SEEKING 
ENGAGEMENTS. 


Members and Students of the R.LB.A. and the Allied and Associated 
Societies are reminded that a Register of Assistants seeking engagements is - 
kept at the offices of the Royal Institute. 

An assistant seeking employment should obtain from the Secretary 
R.1.B.A., the necessary form (to be filled up in duplicate) on which particulars 
must be given as to the applicant's age, qualificstióna. salary required, 

"The application will hold good for one month from the date of receipt 
after which it must be renewed on a fresh form unless the applicant has 
meanwhile obtained employment. 

Architects, whether members of the R.I.B.A. or not, will be furnished on 
application with the names and addresses of persons desiring employment 
as assistants, improvers or clerks of works as the case may be. Architects 
applying for assistants should give the following particulars of their require- 
ments :—(1) Whether temporary or permanent engagement ; (2) junior or 
senior assistants; (3) particulars of duties and style of work ; (4) salary 
offered. 

OVERSEAS APPOINTMENTS. 


Members contemplating applying for appointments overseas are recom- 
mended to communicate with the Secretary R.I.B.A., who will supply them 
with any available information respecting conditions of employment, cost of 
living, climatic conditions, etc. 


REGISTER OF ARCHITECTS WILLING TO TAKE RECOGNISED 
SCHOOLS STUDENTS IN THEIR OFFICES. 
On the recommendation of the Board of Architectural Education, the 
Council have decided to establish at the office of the R.I.B.A. two registers : 
(1) A register of advanced students of recognised schools. 
(2) A register of the names of architects willing to take such students. 
The intention is in this way to assist advanced students up to the stage 
of the completion of their qualifications for exemption from the Final 
Examination; one of the qualifications for exemption from the Final 
Examination being twelve months' experience in an office during the fourth 
and fifth years of the school course. 
The Council hope that general use will be made of the registers, and that 
as many architects as possible will place their names upon the register.

AS APPROVED BY THE R.I.B.A. AND ITS ALLIED SOCIETIES. 


[Fes ux n D ior February 1921, March 1924, Tune 1926, 
(To be obtained free of charge at the office of the Royal Institute.) 
It is assumed that the object of the Promoters is to obtain the best 
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. end by means of a Competition experience shows that this object may best 
be secured by conducting all Competitions upon the lines laid down in the 
following Regulations, which have been framed with a view to securing the 
best results to the Promoters with scrupulous fairness to the competitors. 
Members of the Royal Institute of British Architects, and Members of 
its Allied Societies do not compete excepting under conditions based on these 
Regulations. 
. "The Conditions of a Competition shall contain the following Regulations 
(.4) to (F) as essential :— 

(A) The nomination for every Competition of an Assessor or Asses- 
sors who shall be Architects of acknowledged standing to whom the 
whole of the design shall be submitted. 

(B) Each design shall be accompanied by a declaration, signed by the 
competitor, or joint competitors, stating that the design is his or their 
own personal work, and that the drawings have been prepared under 
his or their own supervision. A successful competitor must be prepared 
to satisfy the Assessor that he is the bona fide author of the design he has 


submitted. 
(C) No Promoter of a Competition, and no Assessor engaged upon 
it, nor any partner, associate or employee of either, shall compete or 


ASSIST A COMPETITOR, or act as Architect, or joint Architect, for the 
proposed work. 

This regulation shall also preclude the regular staff and present students 
of a School of Architecture from taking part in a competition in which a 
member of the regular teaching staff is acting as sole Assessor, but not in cases 
where a Jury of three or more Assessors is concerned of whom only one is a 
member of the regular teaching staff. 

The Assessor must not act as Consulting Architect, unless he has been 
appointed as such before the inception of the competition, nor in any other 
professional capacity in any matters connected with the work which has been 
the subject of the competition, provided always that he may act as Arbitrator 
in any dispute between the Promoters and the selected Architect. 

If, under the special conditions referred to above the Assessor is acting as 
Consulting Architect, it should be clearly stated in the published conditions 
of the competition. 

(D) The premiums shall be paid in accordance with the Assessor's 
award, and the author of the design placed first by the Assessor shall 
be employed to carry out the work, unless the Assessor shall be satisfied 
that there is some valid objection to such ae in which case 
the author of the design placed next in order of merit shall be employed, 
subject to a similar condition. The award of the Assessor shall not be 
varied for any other reason. 

(E) lf no instructions are given to the author of the design selected 
by the Assessor to proceed within twelve months from the date of the 
award, then he shall receive payment for his services in connection with

1. The Promoters of an intended Competition should, As THEIR FIRST STEP, 
appoint one or more professional Assessors, Architects of acknowledged 
standing, whose appointment should be published in the original advertise- 
ments and instructions. The selection of an Assessor or of two or more 
Assessors to act as a Jury should be made with the greatest possible care, 
as the successful result of the Competition will depend very largely upon 
their experience and ability. The name or names of the Assessor or 
Assessors should always appear in the conditions governing a Competition 
or in any advertisement or other announcement relating thereto. 

The usual R.I.B.A. Scale of Charges for Assessing Competitions is the 
sum of Fifty Guineas, plus one-fifth per cent upon the estimated cost of the 
proposed building. | 

The foregoing Scale is exclusive of travelling and other out-of-pocket 
expenses, which are to be charged in addition. 

In the event of more than ONE assessor being appointed, the remuneration 
shall be decided by mutual arrangement between the Assessors and the 





The President of the Royal Institute of British Architects is always prepared 
to act as honorary adviser to Promoters in their appointment of Assessors. 

if an Architect is officially approached by the Promoters for advice as to 
the holding of a competition with a view to his acting as Assessor, and 
eventually it is decided not to hold a competition but to appoint an Architect 
to carry out the work, the Architect originally approached in an advisory 
capacity is precluded from acting as Architect for the work in question. 


2. The duties of Assessors are as follows -— 


(a) To confer with and advise the Promoters on their requirements 
and on the questions of cost and premiums to be offered. 


(4) To draw up instructions for the guidance of competitors and for 
the conduct of the Competition, incorporating the whole of the clauses 
of these Regulations which are applicable to the particular Competition.

(f) To inform the Promoters if necessary that modifications may be 
made in the winning design by the successful Architect, if so desired 
by the Promoters. 


3. Competitions may be conducted in one of the following ways :— 

(a) By advertisement, inviting Architects willing to compete for the 
intended work to send in designs. For ComPeriTions FOR PUBLIC 
WORKS THIS METHOD IS RECOMMENDED. 

(b) By advertisement, inviting Architects willing to compete for the 
intended work to send in their names by a given day, with such other 
information as they may think likely to advance their claims to be 
admitted to the Competition. From these names the Promoters, with 
the advice of the Assessor, shall select a limited number to compete, ` 
and each competitor thus selected shall receive a specified sum for 
the preparation of his design. 

(c) By personal invitation to a limited number of selected Architects 
to join in a competition for the intended work, Each competitor shall 
receive a specified sum for the preparation of his design. 

Note.—Where a deposit is required for supplying the Instructions 
it shall be returned on the receipt of a bona fide design, or if the 
applicant declines to compete and returns the said ictions 
within four weeks of the date for submitting designs. 


. The number, scale, and method of finishing of the required drawings 
shall be distinctly set forth. The drawings shall not be more in number 
or to a larger scale than necessary clearly to explain the design, and such 
drawings shall be uniform in size, number, mode of colouring and mounting.

Competitions coming within the scope of this Clause are :—

GENERAL ADVICE TO PROMOTERS & OTHERS REGARDING 
THE CONSERVATION AND REPAIR OF ANCIENT BUILDINGS. 
[First issued in 1865, revised and enlarged in 1888, and re-cast in 1926.]

GENERAL PRINCIPLES. 

Few subjects are more generally misunderstood than that relating to the 
repair or conservation of ancient buildings. Whether clergy or laymen, 
E кеч of saad restoration of old buildings are often more 

ent upon altering old work or carrying out new works than on preserving 
what exists. lt cannot, therefore, be too strongly insisted that renewal 
should be avoided, and this even when such a process would be effective 
from a practical standpoint, for every renewal changes the character of old 
work. The object should be to preserve carefully an ancient building, 





50 that it may continue to be an authentic specimen of the ancient art of our 

country. Every old building has its his-orical value, and is a physica 
expression of the craftsmanship of past ages, and it should be tesi ad 
that these values are lost when authenticity is destroyed. Above all, no old 
work should be destroyed, except under the most imperative necessity.

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The duty, therefore, of all concerned with ancient buildings is conservation, 
and this embraces every portion of original work. e 

-~ Ancient buildings, generally, have been altered at various periods. All 
old work should be preserved to show the history of the fabric. A guard 
should be kept against the indulgence of individual preference for, or dislike 
of, particular features or styles, and especially again: the theory 
commonly held that a building must be purged ot all features other than 
those xd favourite period. 

It is upon the broad principles so outlined that the suggestions embodied 

in this document are based. Itis intended that they shall be of use to those 
vis are concerned with the preservation of old buildings and ancient examples 


General Remarks.— The following suggestions and remarks have been 
drawn up with special reference to the repair of churches. The same spirit, 
however, ought to actuate those who have the care or ownership of ancient 
civil or military buildings, as from their comparative rarity they may be more 
valuable as historical monuments even than churches. 


Old Materials.—It should not be коше that the practice of 
old buildings of materials, either for the r of ings E 
purposes, has resulted in the destruction of many valuable works. This 
practice cannot, therefore, be too strongly deprecated and should never be 
coun 

Su Steps to be Taken.—Before any work is decided on a com 
architect should be consulted. "The architect should be one whose raining 
and qualification are such as fit him to deal with work of conservat 
would make careful record drawings of the building, with ыы 
of those parts which are likely to be affected, and Босар, including an 
indication of the scale, should be taken under his directions 

Deposit of Plans.—In me case of churches these de da and copies 
of the drawings should be ed with the Church Authority, and it is 
also suggested that they shoulc be placed on the inventory to be seen by the 
archdeacon at his visitation. 

Retention of Furniture, etc.—No clearance of objects such as furniture, 
old wall linings, pavements, flooring, galleries, pews, box-pews, wall partitions 
or other work of interest should be carried out except under imperative 
necessity. 

Enquiry for M. Portions of Old Work. —With a view to their preser- 
vation in a ла АҢ careful enquiry should be made for any portions 
of church furniture including masonry, old glass, stained or clear, brasses 
or other old works which may at any time have been removed from the 
building. 


Floor Levels.—Ancient floors should be maintained. Only in cases where - 
it appears certain upon investigation that the level of an existing floor is not 
the original should a change be considered, 

Plastered Surfaces, Internal or External.—All plastered surfaces should be 
carefully examined with a view to discover any remains of painting upon 
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them, and all ancient paint or whitewash cautiously cleaned, so that no injury 
may be done to any painting, diapering, ering or other decoration, if 
such exist. Where it is proposed to repair the roo all cleaning should be 
deferred until after the plastered surfaces are protected from the weather. 
Ancient plastered surfaces on walls and ceilings should, wherever possible, 
be preserved ; and this often applies to external plastering, harling or rough 
cast. 


Ancient Glass.—Ancient glass with the original leading and iron framework 
should be carefully preserved, and never allowed to be taken out of the 
building save for the purpose of necessary repair, and this only by petent 
workmen. Itis seldom desirable to remove ancient glass from the place it 
occupies even when small fragments only remain. If new glass has to be 
put in old windows care should be taken to fit it to the irregularities of the 
tracery. Old clear or Crown glass should also be preserved. The possibility 
of placing in the windows old glass found during the work should be con- 
sidered. 

Stonework of Windows.—There are various ways of repairing the stonework 
of traceried windows, each of which is useful according to circumstances, 
The advice of an architect experienced in conservation work is especially 
necessary in such cases. 

Ironwork of Windots:—Ancient ironwork of windows should be preserved, 
and if it shows signs of splitting the stone it should be carefully removed, 
have new copper ends welded on and as carefully reinstated. 


wk.—In the repair of walling no scraping or tooling 








the surface should be permitted. "The fact that masonry is decayed or 
amaged is not in itself a sufficient reason for re-building or renewal, and no 
new stonework should be used unless it is the best material to make the 
building structurally sound and weatherproof. Those parts only which 
are thus defective should be cut out and carefully renewed, but it does not 
follow that stone is the best material for the purpose. The same principles 
apply to walls of other materials. 


Walls Out of Plumb.—Walls can usually be repaired without pulling them 
down. It is seldom necessary to straighten a wall which is not upright. 


Old Roofs.—A new roof is rarely necessary where an ancient one exists ; 
even if defective it can almost invariably be repaired. Often the ends of 
beams or rafters alone are decayed. Such timbers should not for this 
reason be discarded, but should be repaired by scarfing or otherwise. Where 
for some reason a new roof is to be put on ancient walls it should be 
constructed, preferablyin English oak, without attempt to reproduce the forms 
of any past styles. Tie beams or rods should seldom be omitted in these 
circumstances, 








Те pitch of a new roof depends on many considerations. It must be 
' left to the judgment of the architect, but indications of the old roof may be 
a guide. 


Roof Coverings —Old roof coverings—lead, tile, thatch, slate or stone— 
should be retained, and if repair is necessary | new material f like nature 
should be procured, Worn-out lead should be re-cast, Ë 
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Monuments, Effigies, etc—In no case should anything be done to monu- 
mental effigies, brasses, figures, heraldic devices, foliage, or other such 
works, either under cover or in the open beyond carefully cleaning or, when 
necessary, re-setting. Care should be taken to protect them from injury. 

Fonts, ete—Pulpits, fonts, piscine, etc., like other stonework, should on 
no account be scraped or re-tooled as has been too often the case. If these 
objects are to be brought into use, repairs for this purpose should be confined 
to essentials and not be allowed to extend to the renewal of decorative features. 

Screens, etc.—Screens, seats and other furniture should not be removed 
from their original position. In this case, again, repairs should be confined 
to structural essentials. 

Paintings —Wall or other old paintings should not be touched nor, if 
covered, should attempt be made to expose them until expert advice has been 
obtained. Neglect of this precaution has resulted in irreparable damage 
to much valuable ancient work. For the preservation of wal] paintings the 
first essential is that the wall itself shall be made safe from damp. 

Fragmentary Remains —The specification should contain a clause stipu- 
lating that the contractor has no claim upon old materials, excepting any 
which may be specially exempted. Fragments of sculpture, tiles, glass, 
metal work, and the like should be preserved in the building, with a record of 
the place in which they were found. 

Contract.—It is nearly always undesirable to enter into a lump sum 
contract for repair works. It is, however, sometimes convenient to arrange 
contracts for sections of works of which the nature and precise extent can 
be determined beforehand. Repair work, because of its nature, must be 
of a piecemeal or conjectural character, and the danger of a lump sum 
contract is either that the contractor under-estimates—leading to unsatis- 
factory work—or he too amply covers himself, which causes a higher ex- 

iture than is actually warranted. The architect will advise as to the 
best form of contract applicable to each case. A usual form of contract 
provides that the builder shall render an account of the time and materials, 
as directed by the architect, at a fixed rate of profit on the net cost of the work. 

General Conclusion.—In the principles and methods advocated in this 
document the Royal Institute has the support of the Society for the Protection 
of Ancient Buildings, of 2o Buckingham Street, Adelphi, W.C.2. Working 
in co-operation with that body the Institute is in a favourable position to 
afford advice to those who may require it on the subject to which this docu- 
ment relates, particularly in those cases where doubt may exist as to the 
correct procedure to be followed to secure effective protection or preservation 
of ancient structures or old examples of craftsmanship.

Note.—Some supplementary information or advice, on points of technical 
detail, are appended to this document. 

SUPPLEMENTARY ADVICE ON POINTS OF TECHNICAL DETAIL. 

It is assumed that the work of repair will be directed by an architect and 

that no action of consequence will be taken without his definite instructions. 
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Excavation—In making excavations in or about an ancient building, 


| Se Me KE PEE ve every fragmen nt of wrought stone, tiles 
or other ancient objects whi h may be met with. It is necessary to sift the 
earth in places where small objects are likely to be found. 

Old foundations, bases of pillars, ancient tombs, stone coffins, pavements, 
or other work which appear to be in their original position should not be 
removed, but carefully exposed to view, in order that proper records of them 
may be made so that if possible they may be left permanently in their places. 

In excavating and laying drains round old s projecting footings, 
however rough, should not be cut off and care shou! be taken in exposing 
left open to view or to the air. Drains should be so managed as to draw 
water from the foundations and not towards them. 

Scaffolding.—Wherever scaffolding is necessary it should always be erected 
e of the walls, and no support should be obtained from the walls 
themselves. A greater care should be taken to protect features liable to be 
damaged than is customary in new building work. 

Stonework. —If it is necessary to clean off whitewash or paint from internal 
or other stonework, it should be remembered that the object of so doing 
is to bring to view the original surface and not to destroy it, The best 
way of removing the whitewash without in any degree disturbing, much less 
removing, the ancient surface must therefore be studied. The mode of 
tooling or working the ancient stone is a subject of interest, and the old tool 
marks must therefore not be damaged. If indications of ancient colouring 
be found on the surface of the stone the attention of the architect should be 
drawn to it before any attempt at posing the colour is made. 

The mode of removing whitewash depends much on the nature of the 
materials, In each case experiments should be made under direction to 
ascertain the best oe рынан to leave the whitewash wholly or 
partially on the stone, rather th to use any tool which would damag e the 
Puce of the stone itself; for it is better to leave the old surface of the 
stone with the whitewash than to risk injuring it. 

_When in the course of repair traces of ancient string-courses, weatherings, 
windows, etc., are found, they should not be concealed again without instruc- 
tions inte tooled off. No tool should be used upon the surface of ancient 
stonework. 

Broken or decayed work should never be removed except where it is 
necessary to do so for the sake of stability, or where leaving it would be a 
source of danger. On no account should a stone be renewed simply because 
it has lost its original form: it js better to have broken or half-decayed 
authentic work than the most perfect reproduction. The cleaning of old 
work to make it harmonise with the new should be avoided, The old work 
is better left kari its characteristic tone. 

Lichen should not be removed from old surfaces except under expert 
direction. T pt 

In repairing walls, great care should be taken of any old mouldi or other

them. Work which was cle rly not intended to be exposed should not be 
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ancient paving should be preserved in the places where they are found. 
Ancient monumental remains should nearly always be kept in their old 

Carving.—The same principles as are laid down for stonework apply to 
carving. The re-dressing or restoration of old carving should never be 
абет - 


Plaster —If plastering is to be removed it should first be examined for old 
- painting by carefully removing the whitewash here and there, and if it be 


- found to retain old painting nothing further should be done until the attention 





of the architect has been ‘called to it. 
- Ancient plastering, even when defective, should not be removed, but 
only repaired where necessary. | 

New plastering on old walls should be thin, and carefully tailed off to 
meet the stone dressing as in ancient work. 

Woodwork.—An ancient roof, or other piece of timber work, should not 
be condemned simply because it is defective. An ancient roof carefully 
preserved by splicing and other means is infinitely more valuable than a 
copy of the same in new timber ; and even very serious defects can be 
repaired if proper methods are employed. Ву failure to realise this possibility 
comparatively trifling defects have in the past been made the excuses for 
destroying some of the finest ancient roofs. 

An old roof should never be entirely taken off for purposes of repair, but 
should be dealt with in its place, bay by bay, and should be kept dry by 
tarpaulin or other means during the operations. Exposure to wet is very 
harmful to old timber. | 

Old timber should not be coated with oil, varnish or stain. 

All remains of coloured decoration on old woodwork should be preserved 

Ancient seating should be preserved in its proper place, and any necessary 
repairs should be carried out on the spot if possible. Every remnant of old - 
woodwork, of whatever description, should be carefully preserved and 
where possible kept in its place. | 

Leadwcork —When ancient lead on roofs is to be repaired or relaid, care 
should be taken to preserve any inscriptions or ornamentations which have 
been cast on to the old lead. When old lead has to be relaid, the old lead 
should be re-cast—on the site if possible—to at least seven or eight pounds 
per foot super, and the rolls should be hollow rolls. Milled lead should 
not be used on old buildings. It is as well to remember that lead should 
not be laid on oak boards or cement without some intervening substance as 
both materials quickly decompose the lead, turning it to whitelead powder. 

Glass.—Great care should be taken to preserve ancient stained and clear 
Crown glass. It should never be removed from the windows in which it 
is found, however rough and imperfect it may be or however small the 
fragments, unless under special direction. It should be repaired carefully 

Painting.—All remnants of € pees a be pe and their 
preservation or cleaning should not be attempted unless under special 
direction ; above all no attempt should be made to touch them up. 
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Iromtorh.—All remnants of ancient metal work such as hinges, 
casement fastenings, etc., should be preserved in their place if possible 
and old saddle-bars or stanchions should never be removed from windows 
except under instructions from the architect. Ordinary iron dowells or 
clamps should not be used where ancient ironwork, fixed into stone, is likely 
to split or has already split the stone. The ironwork should be removed 

refully and metal substituted which will not corrode. In the case of 
ancient stanchions and saddle-bars in windows, copper ends should be ` 
welded on to the iron bars and carefully re-fixed. 

Generally it needs to be borne in mind that the reparation of an ancient 
church or of any other ancient building, however simple it may be, isa _ 
work to be entered upon in a totally different spirit from that in which a 
new work is approached. 

The object is not only to put the work into good repair, but to preserve 
and perpetuate an authentic specimen of the ancient crafts of our. y. 
Every ancient building has historical value, and even though at first sight 
its state of disrepair may suggest renewal, or that the work might be better 
executed if done anew, it must be remembered that all that value is gone when 
authenticity is destroyed, and that not renewal but preservation is the duty 
of those charged with the work. |

In the early part of 1919 the Institute was requested to make some varia- 
tions in the standard, and after consultation with the allied societies a 
erence was held on 28th June 1919, at which were present representatives 
of the R.LB.A., the Institute of Clayworkers, the President of the Northern 
Federation of Building and Engineering Brick Trades, the Secretary of the 
Employers’ National Council for the Clay Industries, and representatives of 
the South-Western District and Midland District. It was reported that the 
Northern Federation, which represents the six northern counties, had come 
to an agreement with the Government to make the standard size for bricks 
zi inches in height. The Conference recommended that a second s 
size should be added to the R.LB.A. standard, all the dimensions to agree 
with the present standard except that four courses of bricks and four joints 
are to measure 13 inches. The maximum depth of eight bricks, laid frog to 
frog and back to back alternately, to measure 234 inches. The minimum 
depth of eight bricks laid similarly to measure 23 inches. This was approved 
by the R.I.B.A. Council on 21st July t919. 
The bed joints with the maximum bricks would be 7; inch, and with the 
minimum i inch to give 13 inches to four courses of bricks and four joints. 
This standard will apply to the counties of Northumberland, Cumberland, 


Durham, Westmorland, Yorkshire and Lancashire.

(1) Simplify the comparison of approximate estimates of cost; and 
(2) Ensure that the cubic contents of buildings submitted in architectural 
competitions were all calculated on the same basis. | T 
In order that the Committee should receive as much assistance as possible 
in the pursuance of its purpose, Members of the Institute were requested in 
May 1926 to fill in and return to the Secretary the following two forms :— 
(a) A Questionnaire ; and 
(b) A Schedule. 


A Sub-Committee appointed by the Practice Standing Committee have 
devoted much care to the scrutiny and analysis of the returns, which have 
been of considerable value to the Committee in formulating the Standard 
Methods of Competition here set forth.

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.VII. LIBRARY & PUBLICATIONS 
THE LIBRARY 


THE Library of the Royal Institute of British Architects, which contains 
about 30,000 volumes, is probably the most complete collection of architec- 
tural books in the world. The Lib also has a large collection of architec- 
tural drawings. In the early days of the Institute the Library was able to 

rely entirely on gifts from Members and Honorary and Corres ing 
Members to maintain the collection, but latterly нель which still form a 
| art of our accessions, have been supplemented by purchases both of 
books of historical importance to fill gaps in the collection and of current 
works dealing with every side of Architecture. 

It is hoped that a list of the more important desiderata may soon be com- 
piled, so that the help of members may be enlisted in enriching the collection. 

From the rst October tll the end of June the Library is open from 
ro a.m. to 8 p.m. (Saturdays 5 p.m.) ; in July and September it closes at 
7 pn. (Saturdays 2 p.m.) The Reference Library is closed during the 
whole of August, but Loan Library books may be received or issued 
between the hours of 12 and 2 daily (Saturdays 1 p.m.). 

All Probationers, Students, and Qualified Candidates for Associateship 
on registration in the books of the Institute, are furnished with a card of 
admission, and such card must be shown by the reader at every visit. 
Cards are also granted on the recommendation of members of the Institute, 
professors of colleges, schoolmasters, and others, who are required to 
certify, on a form to be obtained at the Institute, that the persons they 
recommend are fit to be admitted to the privileges of the Reference Library 
and the Loan Collection. 

The Council afford facilities to architects and others, not members of 
the Institute, to consult books in the Reference Library and to have the 

use of the Loan Collection. Applications should be made in writing to 
The Secretary R.I.B.A. at the Office of the Institute.

(6) The architect whose name is submitted 
must himself be the designer of the building. (c) Any member of the Royal 
Institute shall be at liberty to nominate any building for consideration by 
the Jury. Forms of Nomination will be issued with the first two numbers of 
the Journal in each Session. These forms must be in the hands of the 
Secretary R.I.B.A. by the end of February. The Jury do not bind themselves 
to confine their selection to the buildings nominated. 

PRESENTATION.—The presentation of the medal to the architect will be made 
annually at a meeting of the Royal Institute, of which the date will be announced 
in the Press.
